In the winter of 1841 he 
was @ Squatter Soveragan on the Mississippi, in 
Iowa, between Camanche and Lyons.

In February of 
that year, Sims, of Paw Paw Grove, Llinois, 
procured from Bigelow a large amount of bo- 
gus coin,.came to Chicago and distributed 
among his friends hus pile, to be by them circu- 
lated on commission.
